The Ant loch Village Board Tues- 
day passed on ordinance making 
it unlawful to burn grass, weeds, 
rubbish, papers or other waste 
material without first obtaining a 
permit from the fire chief. 

The ordinance was made neces- 
sary by' the number of fircsin the 
village and township last month 
that caused a total of $40,000 
worth of damage. 

There were 18 fires last month 
in the vilagc and 66 in the town- 
ship. ■ ' ' '. t 

The ordinance calls for a penal- 
ty of up to $500- and makes the 
offense a misdemeanor. Each 
day of violation calls for a scpa- 
ate offense. 

The permit: can be obtained by 
written application stating the lo- 
cation of the fire, the size of the 



area to be burned if It is grass, 
and the number of -persons in 
charge; of the blaze to guard 
against it getting out of control. 
The, permit Issued by the fire 
chief; upon the application of the. 
resident. shall be good only for. the 
day the permit is requested. 
. The; ordinance also prohibits 
burning of leaves, grass or other 
combustible material in Hie 
streets. 

' The ordinance doesn't forbid, 
however, the bumirig of rubbish 
orjrash-on private property with- 
in the village in a suitable metal 
or wire burner or incinerator, ;■ 
RADIOS WANTED 
• In other action the board op- 
proved the request of Civil De- 
fense Director Ed Frazicr to pur- 
chase three radio receivers at a 



cost of $431. 

Oho receiver would be put in 
the Anlioch Fire Department, one 
in the Anlioch Answering Service 
and the. third for use, of the Civil 
Defense Director. 
. Frazicr warned thai the \ pur- 
chase was necessary because the 
tornado season Is near -and the 
receivers would be' useful to re- 
ceive warnings of such storms in 
time to lake cover. " 

He also advised * purchasing 3 
civilian band units and a fourth 
receiver- at a total cost of $368 
but it Was' found there wasn't 
enough. money in the civil defense 
fund to cover both purchases. 

Mayor Raymond Toft suggested, 
however, that the three CB units, 
which would go into the village 
hall, a water department truck 



and a public works truck, might 
be purchased from the water arid 
streel funds. 

Frazicr reminded the board that 
half of the purchase price is 're- 
turn r.blc . through matching funds 
and therefore the three units 
authorized would only cost $2'5 . 

The fourth receiver requested 
by Frazicr would be put in the 
village hall. 

The total cc st of the four uni's 
not approved would have, been 
$368 with half returnable through 
matching funds. - 

That request was turned over to 
the street and water committees 
for study.

Multiple Support 
Tax Information 

Chicago, ill. — If 'several persona 
contribute more than half the 
support of an individual during the 
tax list, one of them may be able 
to claim the $500 exemption on his 
income tax return, said E. C 
Coyle, Jr., District Director of 
Internal Revenue Service for the 
Chicago District. \ 

To qualify, each of the con- 
tributors must have been eligible 
to claim the dependent except for, 
not having, individually, provided 
more than -half of the support. 
They may agree to let any one 
of them who contributed more 
than 10 percent toward the de- 
pendent's support claim the $600 
exemption. - ',■•'■■ 

Each .member of the group who' 
contributed over 10 percent of 
the support, except the person 
claiming the exemption, must 
furnish a written statement that 
he will not claim the individual as 
a dependent on his own tax re- 
turn. Internal Revenue Form 
2120 may be used for this purpose. 
These statements must be at- 
tached to the return of the person 
listing the exemption.

(AN ORDINANCE REGULATING 
! ,TIIE SETTING OF FIRES 

! '"BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE 
VILLAGE OF ' ANTIOCH, LAKE 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1: Unlawful fires. 
It is unlawful for any person to 
start or cause to be started or set 
on any premises within .the Vil- 
lage of Antioch any fire for the 
purpose of burning leaves, grass, 
weeds, rubbish, papers, or other 
combustible waste material, with- 
out first obtaining a permit there- 
for from the Chief of the Antioch 
Fire Department. :■-, 

SECTION 2: Application. Any 
person desiring to set such a fire 
shall make a written application 
for such permit, which application 
shall state the location where 
such fire is to be set, the approxi- 
mate size.of the area to be burned 
over in'the case of a grass fire, 
and the number of persons who 
will be in charge of said proposed 
fire to guard against its getting 
out of control. Such application 
shall further state that the" appli- 
cant will be responsible for and 
assume all costs ■ and damages 
that may result from the setting 
of such fire, including the costs 
to the Village, for the operation of 
its Fire Department, in case it 
shall become necessary to call 
such fire department to extin- 
guish such fire or fires resulting 
therefrom. 

SECTION 3: Permit, Upon. the 
filing with the Fire Chief of such 
application and complying with 
\hc requirements thereinbefore 
described, said Fire Chief shall, 
without cost to the applicant, issue 
a permit pursuant to such appli- 
cation, which permit shall be 
valid only for the day for which 
it may be issued, and provided, 
that no permit shall be issued on 
such application, nor shall any 
such-fire- be-set,-on-any_ _day 
when the weather is windy or. 
stormy, making the setting of 
such fire hazardous, 

SECTION 4; Public streets. 
No person shall make or cause 
a fire to be modp for burning any 
leaves, grass or other, combusti- 
ble waste material in any public 
street.. 

* SECTION 5: Incinerator. This 
Ordinance does not forbid the 
burning of rubbish,: papers, J or, 
other combustible waste material 
upon any private, properly .within 
the Village in a suitable, metal or 
wire burner or incinerator con- 
sir ucted to prevent the escape bf 
burning material or sparks which 
may endanger surrounding, prop- 
ert v. The burning of rubbish, 
papers or other combustible waste 
material in a metal or wire burn- 
er or incinerator that has been 
approved for out-of-doors use Is 



authorized; 

SECTION 6: Prohibited Areas. 
No: person shall' make- or cause 
a r fire to be - made for burning 
any waste materials with or with- 
out the protection required by 
Section 5 above in any location 
within a radius of 200 feet of any 
tank containing flammable liquids 
or any filling station pump, tank 
or other inlet or outlet for flam- 
mable liquids; nor closer than 59 
feet to any wood frame building 
or stack, store or accumulation 
of lumber, or other combustible 
material. 

SECTION 7: Penalty. Any 
person violating any- of the-pro- 
visions of this Ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty "of a misdemean- 
or and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in an amount not 
exceeding $500.00. Each day such 
violation is committed or permit- 
ted to continue shall constitute a 
separate offense and shall be 
punishable as such hereunder. 

SECTION 8: Passage and Ap- 
proval. This Ordinance shall be 
in full force and effect from and 
after its passage, approval and 
publication as provided by Ipw.
